No. 7(b)/3/55-Fln(E) — In exercise of the powers confei- 
red upon him by Rule 47 of the Central Government 
Rules for the Supply and Distribution of Stamps and in 
consultation with the A.G.C.R., New Delhi, the Chief Com- 
missioner, Ajmer is pleased to prescribe the following 
rules for the disposal of non-postal stamps which are the 
property of the State Government and which are obsolete, 
unserviceable or spoilt or have been cancelled on payment 
of a refund : — 

(1) The Officer-ln-charge of the local depot, shall send 
to the Deputy Commissioner, Ajmer for destruc- 
tion. all non-postal stamps which are the propertv 
of the State Government and which are obsolete, 
unserviceable or spoilt, in the first month of every 
quarter (i.e. in January, April, July and October 
each year) and shall show such transfer in th- 
respective stock registers maintained in his office-. 
He shall also maintain a separate register for such 
stamps, and shall show in it all particulars of such 
stamps sent to the Deputy Commissioner on each 
occasion. He shall furnish a detailed note to the 
Deputy Commissioner explaining the circumstance r 
in which the stamps so forwarded were spoilt or 
damaged. The Deputy Commissioner (or any 
gazetted officer nominated by him for the purpose 
shall, on their receipt, examine all such stamps, 
have them entered In a register to be kept in h 1 - 
(i.e. the Deputy Commissioner’s) Office for tin 
purpose, and shall thereafter have them burnt in 
his presence. He shall then make a note in th- 
said register to the effect that the stamps have 
been destroyed in his presence, and shall also 
inform the sender of the stamps of the fact of 
their having been destroyed and forward a copy 
of such communication to the Accountant General, 
Central Revenues, New Delhi. On receipt of such 
communication, the officer incharge of the depot 
shall note its number and date in the separate- 
register kept by him aS indicated above. Necessary- 
entries in respect of the destroyed stamps shall br 
made also in the monthly plus and minus memo- 
randa of stamps to be submitted by the local Depot 
concerned to the Accountant General, Central 
Revenues, New Delhi, and also the number and 
date of the Deputy Commissioner's communica- 
t.on intimating the fact in support of such entries. 

(2) Obsolete, unserviceable and spoilt non-postal 
stamps that arc the property of the State Govern- 
ment and that are lying in a branch depot shall be 
sent for necessary action to the local depot to 
which the branch depot is subordinate, in the first 
week of the first month of every quarter and shall 
be shown distinctly in the branch depot's monthly 
plus and minus memoranda concerned, as sent to 
the local depot due to being obsolete, unserviceable 
or spoilt. 

(3l Non-postal stamps that are the property of the 
State Government and that have been cancel I’d on 
payment of cash refund under the Indian Stem: s 
Act and Rules thereunder shall be attached m the 
relative refund vouchers and tent with them to 
the Accountant General, CenPal Revenue- New 
Delhi along with the List of pa, mem i mccrn- 
ed.
